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CAUGHT IN TRAP 


MEAICAN TROUPS 
ARE BUTCHERED 


RevolutionistsAdminister Crush- 


ing Defeat to the Govem- 
ment Forces 


BATTLE WAS FOUGHT 
IN STATE OF CHIHUAHUA 


Mexican Troops Were Lured 
Into Mountain Defile and Shot 
to Pieces --- The Government 
Is Rushing Heavy Reinforce- 
ments Into the Disturbed 
Territory. 


20.— 


Chihuahua, Mexico, December 
Forty-two wounded government sol- 
diers were brought in today, thus con- 
firming reports that the troop train 
which left here Saturday was shot to 
pieces in the mountain trap known as 
Malpaso, a few miles east of Peder- 
nales, and about 120 miles west of 
here. The official report states that 
the federals lost twenty-one killed and 
ten missing and forty-two wounded. 
The latter includes Colonel Guzman, 
who was in command of the expedition. 
The tinsurrectos’ loss is not known 
here, 

The train left here Saturday, travel- 
ing In two sections, carrying three field 
pieces On a coal car and five hundred 
sO0ldiers. Pancho Villa, the bandit, who, 
while operating independently, _ still 
regards the government as his enemy, 
fired on the second section as it was 
passing through Andania canyon, but 
did no damage, 

The mountains of Malpaso, however, 
swarmed with revolutionists. They 
halted the first and second sections. 
Colonel Guzman disembarked his 
troops and for five hours defended him- 
self from the desperate charge. 

Caught in Trap. 

He was in a trap, however. His 
enemy was on the heights, sheltered 
by boulders and other protection and 
poured in a deadly fire. He was un- 
wre to use his big guns effectively 
owing to the nature of the ground. 
Notwithstanding his precarious condi- + 
tion and the numbers of the insurrec- 
tos he held his ground for five hours, 
He was shot through the leg, while the 
third officer in command was raked 
across the stomach. 

Worn out with the one-sided battle 
Colonel Guzman loaded his dead and 
wounded, together with the remainder 
of his force, onto the troop train and 
ran back to Bustillos. Here the unin- 
jured disembarked and buried their 
dead. 

A freight train sent out from here 
Sunday to load cattle at Bustillos was 
countermanded and the wounded trans- 
ferred to it. 

This train arrived early today and 
the injured were taken to the hospita] 
ijl Corrosponsal, 

Mexico Rushes Reinforcements. 
.Mexico City, December 20.—The tenth 
battalion of infantry, a battery of 
light artillery and one rapid-fire ar- 
tillery, left here today in two special 
trains for the zone of insurrecto ac- 
tivity in Chihuahua. Another train 
carrying two regiments of infantry is 
said to have left Guadalajara last 
night for the same destination. 

The force from this city is in com- 
mand of General Sanchez Rivera and 
Colonel Rafael Lis. These troops were 
said to be intended to reinforce Colone) 
Guzman at Pedernales. 

According ta official information ob- 
tainable here, the government forces 
are preparing:-to deliver a crushing 
blow to the revolutionists. 

Troops are being hurried to raise 
to one 
thousand men,sand then the attack wil] 
be made from the two sides with the 
purpose of forcing the rebel forces to 
Surrender or it wiping them out of 
existence. 

In official circles it is believed that 
the rebels are now trapped and that 
they cannot possibly escape.

Sensational Letter Read 
in SalaciousBaldwinCase. 


Mrs. Turnbull Claims She Was 
Contract Wife of “Lucky” 
Baldwin, and She Wants a 
Share of His Millions for Self 
and Baldwin’s Daughter. 


Los Angeles, Cal., December 20.— 


More letters came out of the past to- 
day to confront Mrs. Lillian Ashley 
Turnbull, star witness in the Lucky 
Baldwin will case, but the woman who 
is fighting for $2,500,000 as her daugh- 
ter’s share of the late turfman’s estate, 
not only met the attacks of the cross- 
examiner, but fought back. 

The questions hurled at her made 
the women in the courtroom blush. 

“Yes, I sald those letters were for- 
geries,” she said, defiantly referring to 
letters concerning her acquaintance- 
ship with Col. Albert Pope, millionaire 
Boston manufacturer. “I said they 
were forgeries, emphatically so. If you 
ask me why I say so, ask Mr. James 
R. Wood, ‘who forged so many others.” 

James R. Wood is the Boston de- 
tective who, according to the testi- 
mony, arranged a settlement - between 
Pope and Mrs. Turnbull in 1894, when 
Pope is said to have purchased for 
her a house in Pasadena. 

Wickedest Man She Ever Knew. 

Wood was in court and when Mrs. 
Turnbull expressed doubt as to the 
authenticity of one of the letters, said 
to have been written by her, Calvin 
McNab, the cross-examiner, said he 
would refresh her memory by giving 
her a glimpse of Wood. 

“Stand up, Mr. Wood!” 

Mr. Wood rose. He is an elderly man 
with a white moustache. 

“Yes, that is James R. Wood,” quickly 
responded Mrs. Turnbull, “and I wish 
to say that Mr. Wood is the wickedest 
man I ever knew.” 

McNab, in cross-examination, en- 
deavored to show the jury that Mrs. 
Turnbull had not been aspotless woman 
until she yielded to the blandishments 
of “Lucky” Baldwin, as she alleges. 
In this connection, he introduced a let- 
ter which she admitted she had written 
to Lewis Leach, president of the Far- 
mers’ Bank of Fresno, Cal., some time 
in 1889. 

She Wanted Man With Ducats. 

The letter read: 


“I was born and raised in Vermont, 
love horses almost to distraction; am 
twenty years old, alone in the world, 
my own mistress, and have to earn my 
own living. Saw your name in the 
Horseman in connection with the great 


international running race. 

“As I want to have a horse-loving 
friend tn Californla »t@..gsecure..me a’ 
nice position, also to further my in- 
terest in various ways, so that I can 
go there in the near future, I -have 


rwritten you. 
“My eastern prince is Wesley P. 


Balch, but as I am going to California 
to live for a while, shall need a count 
on the Pacific coast. Now, if you are 
a whole-souled youth with the 
‘ducats,’ good figure and fair looking 
face, write me and inclose photo- 
graph, and on receipt of same will 
tell you more about yours truly. 

“Miss L. A. Ashley, or ‘the blonde.’ 

McNab declared the estate had 
scored a tactical advantage by Mrs. 
Turnbull’s admission of this letter. It 
was the only one, he asserted, that 
she refused to admit at the trial of 
her seduction suit against Baldwin 
several years ago. He addeg that all 
the other letters, which in this case 
she declared to be forgeries, she then 
admitted to be genuine. 

She Swore to Child’s Paternity. 

In one of these alleged forgeries 
occurred a passage descri ng an oath 
Mrs. Turnbull] took regarding the pa- 
ternity of Miss Beatrice Anita Turn- 
bull, the plaintiff. As written it read: 

“May God smite me into a thousand 
atoms if Colonel Albert Pope is not 
the father of my child.” 

“That is a torged interpretation,” 
promptly interrupted Mrs. Turnbull. 
“T did make such an oath On my 
knees in the office of James R. Wood, 
but I said then, ‘May God smite me in 
a thousand atoms if E. J. Baldwin is 
not the father of my child and if he 
was not married to me by contract 
prior to my entering the marriage 
relations with him.” 

“Why is it, Mrs. Turnbull,” queried 
Attorney McNab, “that your memory is 
so clear on things that favor you and 
so bad as to things that do not favor 
you”?

FREE BY PAROLE 


First Federal Prisonersto 
Be Released Soon. 


Men Long Behind Prison Bars 
Get Their First Taste of 


Liberty Before Christmas.. 


Greene and Gaynor Not in 
the Number. 


Between now and next Saturday 
night, eight prisoners in the Atlanta 
federal prison will be released on pa- 
role, marking the beginning of this 
system in Atlanta. 

Their release will come in the nature 
of a Christmas gift. Under the sys- 
tem inaugurated, however, Uncie Sam 
may prove to be an “Indian giver,” tor 
the men are ahHhowed their liverty nly 
on good behaviour, and any violation 
of tnis condition will send them back 


‘to serve out their sentence. 


Notification of this was received 
in Atlanta by Warden William H. Moy- 
er On Tuesday afternoon from the otft- 
fice of the attorney general in Wash- 
ington. 

Following the rule, decided upon 
several weeks ago, the prison depart- 
ment absolutely refuses to give out 
any information as to the identity ol 
the prisoners, or to téll for what 
crimes they 
tence in “lonesomeville.”’ 

All that Warden Moyer would say 
was that the prisoners were of no im- 
portance from a news standpoint. 

It can be positively stated, however, 
that neither Benjamin D. Greene o1 
John F. Gaynor will be in the eight 
who will receive tneir freedom in the 
next few days. These two men w 
convicted of conspiracy and of de- 
frauding the government in the work 
on the Savannah harbor contracts, 
Having serve@ over one-third of their 
term, and being eligible for the parole, 
they made application some time ago. 

It is stated by Warden Moyer that 
forty other petitions were favorably 
acted upon by the parole board, and 
that they are now in the hands of the 
attorney general for consideration. 

These men will be released from 
time to time, as the attorney general 
passes on their cases. It is believed 
that Greene and Gaynor ane in this 
list. 

Under the workings of the parole 
system, M. C. Covington, of Atlanta, 
is the parole officer, and it will be his 
duty to keep a close watch on the 
prisoners and see that they live up to 
the conditions on which they are re- 
leased,

Charged to Young North 
Carolina Negro. 


Nathan Montague Held for Kill- 
ing Saunders and Grandchild, 
for Outraging and Killing Miss 
Sanders and for Firing House 
to Conceal Former Crimes. 


Durham, N. C., December 20.—The 
charred bones of J. L. Sanders, his 
22-year-old daughter, Mary, and his 
4-year-old granddaughter, Irene Over- 
ton, in the ruins of their home at Hes 
ter, near here, gave startling evidence 
today to one of the most atrocious 
crimes ever committed in this séction. 

Nathan Montague, a young negro, 
accused today by a eoroner’s jury of 
assault, murder and arson, is believed 
to have killed Mr. Sanders and his lit- 
tle granddaughter and then to have 
attacked and finally cut the throat of 
Miss Mary Sanders, leaving all three 
bodies in a pool of blood in the house 
to which he is thought to have set 
fire. 

Angry Mobs Gathering. 
negro is safe tonight in the 
penitentiary at Raleigh, but 
angry mobs are reported to be gather- 
ing to seek vengeance. Sheriff Wheel- 
er foiled an irate crowd at Hester last 
night in rushing his prisoner to Dur- 
ham. Sheriff Hardwood, at Durham, 
not wishing to take any chances with 
the people, who were reported to be 
coming here on a special train after 
Montague, hustled the negro to Ra- 
leigh in an automobile. 

It is charged that the negro who 
had been at a hog-killing in the after- 
noon, which Miss Mary Sanders also

attended, went to her home at night, 


killed her father and his little grand- 
daughter by means not yet deter- 
mined, attacked Miss Sanders, and 
afterward cut her throat in a struggie 
in the yard. He is believed to have 
then set fire to the house and burned 
the bodies. The charred remains were 
found early today. 


Negro Had Girl's Bloody 


Tne finding of Miss Sanders’ 
covered with blood, in the negro’s pos- 
session and a Knife at the scene of the 
tragedy, which was identified as the 
one used by Montague at the hog 
killing, forms the chief evidence 
against Montague. 

Near the ruins of the Sanders house 
a path of blood leading to nearby well, 
indicates that an attempt was made to 
east the girl into the well. Strands | 
of auburn hair were found on the 
well posts and near the house, giving 
evidence of the stubborn but vain 
struggles for life which the girl made. 

Pistol Shots Heard. 

The discovery of-a partiy-loaded 
pistol near the well at the Sanders 
home an dthe faet that neighbors de- 
clare they heard pistol shots just be- 
fore they saw the flames last night, 
are believed to indicate that Mr. San-

pleted, but without fittings or fur-

nishings, the new hospital at the Geor- 
gia Technological school is at present 
a useless piece of architecture, and 
bids fair to remain so until some means 
are found of putting on the finishing 
touches. 

This hospital, built for the students, 
has been erected entirely through the 
generosity of friends of the Tech. Lib- 
eral gifts toward the building were 
made by Mrs. J. B. Whitehead, Charles 
J. Haden and Martin F. Amorous. The 
roofing was donateqd by Mr. Haden, 
and has just been placed on the build- 


ing. This roofing is the finest mod- 
ern type of tiling, and completes a 
handsome two-story structure 45 feet 
wide by 100 feet long. 

The building has a capacity of thirty 
patients—that is, it wilt have that 
capacity when the windows and doors 
and furnishings are put in, but before 
that can be done the necessary funds 
have got to be forthcoming .from 
somew here. 

It is stated thattheinside furnish- 
ings and fittings yet required will cost 
approximately $5,000. 

It has been suggested that inasmuch 
as the hospital appeals particularly to 
parents of students living away from 


the city, because of the fact that At-

students have their homes at 
there are many among them 
who would, no doubt, be glad of an 
opportunity to help forward this im- 
portant work and hasten the day when 
the hospital may bécome of use and 
service. 

Once in service, the hospital will in- 
sure the best possible care of students 
away from their homes who may need 
it as @ result of accident or illness.

Coroner Ford Discharged Pugi- 
list Who Killed His Opponent. 
He Rules Prize Fighter Takes 
Chance of Death When He 
Enters the Ring. 


Philadelphia, December 20.—"A prize 
fighter takes the same chance of 
death as a football player when he 
enters a contest,’’ said Coroner Ford 
today when he discharged John Kalme, 
a young pugilist, from custody and 
exonerating him from aj)jl blame in 
the death of John Emhof, whose skull 
was fractured in a bout at the Non- 
pariel Athletic Club last Friday night. 

“We don’t hold a football team re- 
sponsible for a death, and I see no 
reason to hold a prize fighter,” added 
the coroner. 

The bout, which ended fatally, was 
between Emhof, who is better Known 
as “Kid’’ Gardner, and Kalme, Known 
in the prize ring as “Johnny Kain.” In 
the fifth round, when both boys were 
apparently on even terms, Kalme

‘Liquor Was Received 
Through the Mails. 


Two Prominent Birmingham 
Men Expire Suddenly After 
Drinking From Bottle of Whis- 
ky Received by One of Them.

Birmingham, Ala., Decvember 20.— 
Guy R. Coleman, one of the. best 
known fraternal society men in Bir- 
mingham, being district deputy grand 
chancellor of the ,.labama Knights cf 
Pytnias, high in Masonic degrees and 
belonging to other orders, and Steve 
Strickland, connected ‘th the county 
tax collector’s office, died suddenly 
this afternoon shortly after taking a 
drink of liquor that had been sent 
Coleman through the mails. 

The men were at a boarding house 
on Fourth avenue, and just prior to 
going to dinner, both took a drink 
from the bottle that had come to 
them through the mails. While at the 
dinner table Coleman expired, and 
Strickland was taken very ill. He wis 
rushed to an infirmary, but died in a 
short while.

Today publi¢ 
announcement was made of a “single 
and final’ $10,000,000, which includes 
all the contributions that Mr. Rocke- 
feller had planned to make to the uni- 
versity. This sum, which is to be paid 
in ten annual installments, beginning 
January 1, will make a total of ap- 
proximately $35,000,000 that Mr. 
Rockefeller has given to the uni- 
versity.

Rockefeller Quits Board of Trust. 

With the announcement of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s final donation came the 
resignation of John D. Rockefeller, Jr.,

In inclosing the resignations, Mr. 
Rockefeller explained that he was only 
carrying out a conviction that the in- 
stitution should be ‘controlled, con- 
ducted and supported by the people,” 
with whom up to this date he had 
simply been co-operating. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s idea, as is under- 
. Stood, is that he is turning over the 
institution and its endowment to 
Chicago and the west, and in so doing 
withdraws’ from’ any further repre- 
sentation in its control. 

The official announcement of the 
 benefaction was made at the quarter- 
ly convocation at the university this 
afternoon. FE sesident Martin A. Ryer- 
son, of the toard of trustees, read a 
letter from ,Mr. Rockefeller. It was 
dated December 13 and was addressed 
to the president and trustees of the 
University of Chicago. 

Letter of Rockefeller. 


Rockefeller’s letter follows: 

“I have this day caused to be get 
aside ior the University of Chicago 
from the funds of the genera] educa- 
tion board which are subject to my 
disposition income-bearing securities 
of the present market value of ap- 
proximately $10,000,000, the same to be 
delivered to the university in ten 
equal annual installments, beginning 
January 1, each installment to bear 
income to the university from the date 
of such delivery only. A lifst of these 
securities is appended herewith. In a 
separate letter of even date my wished 
regarding the investment and uses of 
the funa are more specifically ex- 
pressed. 

“It is far better that the university 
be supported and enlarged by the gifts 
of many than by those of a single 
donor. This I have recognizeq from 
the beginning, and, accordingly, have 
sought to assist you in enlisting the 
interest and contributions of many 
others at times by making my own 
gifts conditionai on the gifts of others. 
and at times, by aiding you by means 
of unconditiona: gifts to make the 
univeristy as widely useful, worthy 
and attractive as possible. 


Lauds Generosity of Public. 


“Most heartily .do I. recognize. and 
rejoice in the generous response of the 
citizens of Chicago and the west. Their 
contributions to the resources of the 
university have been, I believe, more 
than $7000,000. It might perhaps be 
difficult to find a paratllél to generos- 
ity so large and so widely distributed 
as this, exercised in behalf of an insti- 
tution so recently founded. 

“I desire to express my appreciation 
also of the extraordinary wisdom an 
fidelity which you, as president an 
trustees, have shown in conducti-¢ 
the affairs of the university. In the 
multitude of students so quickly gath-

ered, in the high character of the in- 
stitution, in the variety and extent of 
original research, in the valuable coa- 
tributions to human knowledge, in the 
uplifing influence of the university as 
a whole upon education througnout 
the west, my highest hopes have been 
far exceeded.

“The sum I now give is intended to 
make provisions, with such gifts, as 
may reasonably be expected from oth- 
ers, for such added ae equip- 
ment and endowment as the 
ment thus far established will need... 

Gift Completes Task. 

“This gift completes the task which 
I have set before myself. The found- 
ing and support of new departments 
or the development of the varied and 
alluring field of apypiiéd science, in- 
cluding medicine, I leave to the wis- 
dom of the trustees, as funds may be 
furnished for these purposes by other 
friends of the university. 

“In making an end of my gift to the

Savannah, Ga., December 20.—~The 
case of the American Naval Stores 
Campany, in which the United States 
circuit court of appeals denied a new 
hearing today originated in Savannah. 
The officials of the company were tried 
under the Sherman anti-trust law and 
all convicted were fined, and, in addi- 
tion, Messrs. 8S. P. Shotte and J. F. Ccop- 
er Myers, were given jail sentences. As 
soon as the decision was rendered last 
week affirming the decision of the 
United States district court sitting at 
Savannah, an effort was made by the 
attorneys for the defendants to secure 
a re-hearing. 

The denial of this undoubtedly means 
that the case will go to the United 
States supreme court, as the attorneys 
for the defendants have more than once 
| asserted their intention of taking it up.

“We know of no paralie] in the his- 
tory of educatioral beneficairies of 
gifts so munifickent, bestowed On @ 
single institution of learning. But, 
unique as they are in amount, they are 
still more remarkable for the spir:. 
in which they have been bestowed. str. 
Rockefeller has never permitted the 
university to hear his name, and con- 
sented to be called its founder Only at 
the urgent request of the board of 
trustees. He has never suggested the 
appointmrent or removal of any profes- 
sor. % 

“Whatever views may have been ex- 
pressed by members of the faculty, he 
has never indicated either assent or 
dissent. We has never interferred di- 
rectly, or indirectly, with that free- 
dom of opinion and expression which is 
the vital breath of a university; Dut 
has adhered without deviation to the 
principle that, whike it is important 
that university professors in their con- 
clusions be correct. if is more import- 
ant: that, in their teaching, they be 
free. 

“More significant still this principle 
has been maintained even in his atti- 
toward the teaching of a sub- 
ject so intimate as religion, wherein 
the mind is keenly sensitive to differ- 
ences of opinion. Although at times, 
doctrines have been voiced in the unl- 
versity which traverse those the 
founder is known to hold, he has nevy- 
er shown a desire to restrain that free- 
dom which is quite as precious in the- 
ology as in other fields of thought.

of it by paying exorbitant salaries. He

on the subject of raising salaries. 

He says that the salary raises voted 
for the recorder, assistant recorder, 
building inspector, chief plumbing in- 
spector and his assistant, the mayor’s 
secretary, the sanitary chief and chief 
of construction are out of reason and 
extravagant, and the amounts in many 
instances, he says, are more than 
double what a business concern would 
pay for similar services. 

“It is not my purpose to harshly 
criticise any officer, clerk or employee 
of the city,’ says Mr. Bateman in his 
letter. “They are all gentlemen of 
high character, yf strict integrity and 
honor and of good standing in the 
community.

Fulfill the Dreams of 
Years Ago. 


Columbia, S. C., December 20.—Presi- 
dent Finley, of the Southern Railway 
Company, announced today that, be- 
ginning on Monday, January 2, 1911, a 
new through passenger train, to be 
known as the “Carolina Special,” will 
be operated between Charleston, S. C., 
and Cincinnati, Ohio, by way of Colum- 
bia and Spartanburg, S. C., Asheville, 
N. C., Knoxville, Tenn., Harriman, 
Tenn., and Lexington, Ky. 

Speaking of this new train, President 
Finley said: “The ‘Carolina Special’ 
is to be a first-class train in every 
respect, The schedule has been ar- 
rangod with a view to the convenience 
of the traveling public. Details of the 
equipment and schedule will be an- 
nounced by the passenger department. 

“From the earliest days of railway 
construction in the United States it has 
been the aim of Charleston and of 
South Carolina to obtain a direct route 
and through service to the Ohio river 
and the west. The first steps were 
taken even before the completion. of 
the old Charleston and Hamburg Rail- 
road, and in 1833, the Louisville, Cin- 
cinnati and Charleston Railroad Com- 
pany was projected, with the Hon. 
Robert Y. Hayne, of Charleston, and 
other prominent men of the day among 
its most active supporters 

“The route proposed was that now 
to be followed by the ‘Carolina Spe- 
cial,’ and the purpose of these early 
advocates of a highway across the Ap- 
palachian range from the sea to the 
Ohio river is now to be realized by 
this new service of the Southern Rail- 
way.”

$2,310,000 GAN 
IN GEORGIA CROPS 


Statement Is Issued by Com- 
missioner of Agriculture 
Hudson. 


According to a statement issued yes- 
terday by Commissioner of Agriculture 
T. G. Hudson, the agricultural crop of 
Georgia for 1910 has increased $2,310,- 
000 over 1909. 

The agricultura] crop of 1909 was 
valued at $230,000,000, while the value 
of the crop for this year is placed at 

232,310,000, including vegetables and 
fruits. 

Commissioner 
follows: 

“In 1909 Georgia produced 61,160,000 
bushels of corn on 4,400,000 acres, or 
13.9 bushels per acre. The total value 
of this crop was $52,598,000. 

“In 1910 Georgia produced ‘64,808,000 
bushels of corn on 4,512,000 acres, being 4 
14.3 bushels per acre, valued at $54,- 
790,000. 

“Georgia, in 1909, produced 2,450,000 
bushels of wheat on 245,000 acres, be- 
ing 10 bushels per acre. The total 
value of this crop was $3,552,000. 

“The production in 1910 was 2,760,000 
bushels of wheat on 267,061 acres, be- 
ing 10.3 bushels per acre, and the value 
of the crop is $3,670,000 

“In 1909 there were produced 1,901,- 
830 bales of cotton (including linters) 
On 4,674,000 acres, with a value of 
$125.770,000, while the cotton seed 
amounted to 812,000 tons and brought 

22,270,000. The total value of the 
cotton crop was therefore $148,040,000. 

“In 1910 the seasons were exceeding- 
ly unfavorable for cotton and the extra 
work in raising the crop increased the 
expense Of production. 

“If the estimate of 1,750,000 bales 
proves correct, the total value of this 
year’s crop, on account of the increased 
price of the cotton seed, will be about 
the saine as that of last -year. 

“The value of Georgia’s cotton and 
corn in 1909 was $200,6.8,000. Aiding 
the wheat we have $204,190,000. 

“The value of the state's agricultural 
products for 1909 was $217,532,336, with- 
out counting the miscellaneous vege- 
tables, fruits and melons; add them 
oy we have approximately $230,000,- 

“With the value of our cotton about 
the same, the corn showing $2,192,000 
increase and the wheat $118,000 over 
the values of 1909, our state still re- 
ports progress. 

“In the production of miscellaneous 
vegetables, fruit and melons Georgia is 
making rapid strides. 

“The peach crop this 
vast improvement over that of 
year previous—requiring more than 
6.000 cars to carry it to market, and 
about tripling the net profit to the 
shippers.”

Senator Terrell Will See Presi- 
dent Taft Today in Regard to 
Action of Germany--All Geor- 
gia Congressmen Insist on a 
Vigorous Policy Being Pursued

Washington, December 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Senator Terrell has an appoint- 
ment at the white house in the morn- 
ing to go over with President Taft 
the German-American potash contro- 
versy. It is probable that at the meet- 
ing a line of policy will be discussed 


following the conference of the presi- 
dent’s advisers and the cabinet discus- 
sion on Saturday with the idea of se- 
curing the opinion of the south’s repre- 
sentatives in congress. 

Both Senators Bacon and Terrell are 
inclined to think the administration 
should pursue a vigorous policy in 
this matter, ag they see in the present 
trade tangle an opportunity to aid the 
southern farmer and to lower the price 
he’is compelled to pay for commercial 
fertilizers to make the cotton crop. 

For Vigorous Action. 

“T am urging and have urged ener- 
getic action,” said Senator Bacon, in 
reply to numerous telegrams received 
today from Georgia fertilizer interests. 

“There seems no course left but some 
vigorous retaliatory measure,” said 
Senator Terrell, “and I want to see it 
pursued.” 

The call at the state department 
made by Senator Terrell and Repre- 
sentatives Adamson, Roddenbery and 
Hughes a few days ago has brought 
from Secretary of State Knox a full 
detailed statement of the dispute up 
to date. Mr. Knox recites what the 
department has done and incloses a 
translation of the law passed by the 
German reichstag on May 10 last which 
provoked the whole controversy. 

The law completely controls the 
output of the German potash mines un- 
til December 31, 1925, and limits the 
output of each mine, regardless of the 
amount it has contracted to deliver to 
American purchasers, who buy 60 per 
cent of the total German output. 

Negotiations Have Fatled. 

The negotiations with the German 
government having completely failed 
of their purpose, were terminated No- 
vember 5Bth. 

Robert S. Bradley, of Boston, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
American Agricultural Chemical com- 
pany, and one of the committee of five 
representing the American fertilizer 
and chemical interests in the recent 
negotiations, was at the New Willard 
today discussing with members of con- 
gress the details of the controversy. 
Simultaneously with his appearance 
here came a score of telegrams from 
Georgia urging action. It is expected 
that the interview between President

Senator Terrell Will 
Push Bill.

Washington, D. C., December 20.— 
(Special.)—-Senator Terrell was the 
guest at dinner tonight of Willett M. 
Hays, assistant secretary of agricul- 
ture, and discussed with him the prog- 
ress of the eleventh district agricul- 
tural schools in Georgia which were au- 
thorized during Senator Terrell’'s ad- 
ministration as governor and other 
meéasures for extending agricultural 
education. Both Assistant Secretary 
Hays and Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson consider that Georgia's district 
agricultural colleges are a great stride 
in advance and have boosted the state’s 
agricultural interests wonderfully. 
Senator Terrell is now at work on the 
preparation of a bill to extend the prin- 
ciple of the Morrill act se that instead 
of each state receiving from the fed- 
eral government twenty-five thousand 
dollars a year for agricultural educa- 


tion, they will receive ten times thatf 


much. He will adopt the principle in- 
corporated in the bill of Representative 
Davis of Minnesota that the govern- 
ment give to each state annually 10 
cents per capita for this purpose. The 
measure will be introduced by the 
Georgia senator upon his return in 
January and will be actively urged by 
him before the agricultura] committee 
of the senate. :

When Committee Brings in Re- 
port Exonerating Senator of 
Bribery Charges There Will 
Be Strong Opposition--Report 
Not Litxely to Be Adopted. 


Washington, Dec. 20—What may 
prove opposition to the adoption of any 
report to the senate for the exonera- 
tion of Senator Lorimer as the result 
of the investigation of charges of brib- 
ery in connection with his election by 
the Illinois legislature to succeed Sen- 
ator Hopkins, is said to have developed 
on the senate floor today. 

Several senators are declared to have 
agreed that they would compel a post- 
ponement of the whole subject until 
after the holiday recess in order that 
all members might have an opportunity 
to digest the testimony, as well as the 
report of the committee on privileges 
and elections. 

Burrows to Prepare Report. 

Senator Burrows, chairman of the 
senate committee. on. privileges and 
elections, was authorized today to pre- 
pare a report on the investigation of 
charges of bribery which were filed in 
connection with the election of Sena- 
tor Wiliam’ Lorimer, of Ilfinois. He 
announced that the report of the sub- 
committee would.be tn.compliance with 
the views expressed in the report of 
the sub-committee, which exonerated 
Senator Lorimer, but did not pass upon 
the truth or falsity of evidence involv- 
ing individual members of the Ilinois 
legislature. 

Senator Burrows added that he did 
not think that there would be a minor- 
ity report from the committee, but that 
the report, when presented, would be 
accom pani by individual statements 
of some members of the committee. 

Although Senators Frazier and Hey- 
burn, who were members of the sub- 
committee, filed individual statements, 
they did not dissent from the findings 
of the sub-committee that there was no 
evidence that Mr. Lorimer had been 
a Nafty to corruption if any was prac- 
ticed in the election. Their individual 
statements dealt wholly with the testi- 
mony involving members of the Illi- 
nois legislature. 

Pressure Put on Senators. 

Several senators not members of the 
committee on privileges and elections 
are reported to have said that pressure 
has been brought upon _ individual 
membérs' of the committee to not file 
minority reports. No confirmation of 
this report could be obtained, although 
it appeared probable that the Bur- 
rows report’ would not receive the 
unanimous support of the committee. 
Nevertheless nothing could be learned 
of the reasons of individuals for not 
submitting their dissent in the form 
of minority findings.

IN MERCER TRIAL 


Jury Finds in Its Favor 
in AlJl Five Counts. 


The So-Called Merger Suit Was 
Brought in 1903 by Direction 
of the State Legislature. 
The State May Take an Ap- 
peal. 


Columbia, & C., December 20.—With 
the verdict in this suit ends one of 
the longest trials in the history of 
South Carolina courts. The case came 
up for trial oefore a jury three weeks 
ago, and since that time @ mass of 
evidence and lengthy arguments on 
points of law have occupied the time 
of the court. 

The fina] stage of this action, which 
was reached today, was marked Dy 
Judge Shipp’s charge to the jury. He 
held that competition, as used in the 
constitutional prohibition of a merger 
of competing or parallel lines, applies 
to lines that compete substantially and 
legally. The competition, he said, 
must be that of lines taken as a whole 
and not as regards competition at 
junction points or on short stretches 
of parallel line. Competition on busi- 
ness handled by connections with other 
lines, the court held, could not be con- 
sidereq within the prohibitive clause. 

The so-called “merger suit” was 
brought in 1903 by direction of the 
state legislature to take the place of 
numerous suits brought by individ- 
uals for the dissolution of the merger 
by which the Southern absorbed the

sioner Brown. 


Washington, December 20.—A com- 
prehensive view of the progress made 
in American education during the past 
year is contained in the first volume 
of the annual report of Dr. Himer 
Ellsworth Brown, commissioner of ed- 
ucation of the United States, made 
public today. 

There are many activities closely re- 
lated to education which have received 
a large measure of attention in recent 
months, according to Commissioner 
Brown. Libraries and museums, ap- 
prentice shops, public playgrounds, 
home-and-school associations—such in- 
terests as these are sometimes treated 
as lying just outside of the educa- 


tional inclosure. 

“There is,” he says, “an unmistaka- 
ble tendency to widen the inclosure 
and to bring these things into some 
relation with the regular scholasti¢t ad- 
ministration. 

“There are, moreover, numerous ul- 
dertakings which look to an extension 
of educational opportunities to those 
who have 'eft school and have ed 
the age of compulsory schooling. Eve- 
ning and other ‘continuation’ schools, 
public lectures, correspondence courses, 
home studies of the chautauqua type, 
are all familiar examples.” 

Some of these things, he says, are 
distinctively American, and have help- 
ed to make a reputation for American 
educationa] enterprises abroad, 3 

“The extension of the area of com- 
pulsory school attendance has gone 
forward,” says Commissioner Brown, 
“but the number of young Americans 
who are allowed to grow up with only 
meager schooling is still distressingly 
large.” 

Taking up the subject of higher ed- 
ucation, Dr. Brown says that this werk 
the country over is one “great national 
undertaking, the prosecution of which 
is divided out among many institu- 


tions.” 

He declares that there should be an 
agreement among the colleges with re- 
spect to admisston requirements, which 
should do away with minor djfferences 
that harass the preparatory schools.

_ The fact that Mr. Martin has not been and is not now a political 
supporter of Governor Brown gives added force and sincerity to his 
commendation. We shall witness a hastening of the day of non- 
paftisan government in Georgia, so often urged by The Constitu- 
tion, when Georgians cease to permit political alignment to inter- 
fere-with co-operation in the stamping out of common evils.

It is as though justice and not the criminal were penalized 
with ball and chain. 

That is the inevitable effect of our present system, which is 
itself nothing more than an accumulation of out-of-date statutes, 
procedure and custom, complicated by a popular attitude of mis- 
taken leniency toward the law-breaker and his offending. 

_ From the-moment the crime is committed, the courts are called 
upon to make an uphill and an often futile fight to secure the ends 
for which they were founded. 

They must first shear through the bulk of technicality, quibble 
and outworn precedent that hamper legal process everywhere. 

If, against these odds, they succeed in convicting the criminal. 
or rather in making the conviction stick, there are the barriers of 
popular and executive clemency remaining for negotiation. 

It is, perhaps, an unconscious lingering of the protest against 
the days when law was a synonym for brutality, that both people 
and public officials should be unduly responsive to appeals for 
mercy. 

* But that sentiment, once praiseworthy, has been overdone. 

As an infallible result, the very end of scientific justice is de- 
feated. The criminal is given no uplift. Society is menaced from 
a new and an unseen angle. 

It is high time to put a period to this twentieth century per- 
version of clemency. It is one of the most powerful factors con- 
tributory to the evil reputation America has earned and is stead- 
ily enhancing. 

Until public sentiment and public. officials learn that justice 
to society should go hand in hand with mercy to the criminal, we 
Shall be increasingly visited with the reign of the pistol-toter and 
violence of every conceivable character.

TO -CRIMINAL 


---E. £. Martin 


Editor Cénstitution: Although not 
@ partisan of Gov. Brown, I.desire to 
give hearty endorsement to the views 
which-he has recently advanced that it 
is the imperative duty of the chief 
executive to see that the sentences of 
the law are enforced, rather than be- 
come a party to thelr annulment, by 
the granting of pardons in response to 
popular petitions. 

When, after the unequal struggle 
which the courts of the land neces- 
sartly make to secure the conviction 
of red-handed criminals, they are 
finally successful, often—alas! how 
often—have they cause to feel that 
their -efforts have virtually been in 
vain, as the result of the hasty and 
unwarranted exercise of the pardoning 
power? 

It is well known that it is the. speedy 
and certain enforcement of the law, 
rather than its severity, that staya the 
hand of the criminal, and gives protec- 
ti society, by preventing the ex- 

ution of his bloody purpose. That 
the punishment of the criminal has 
Srown more and more uncertain in 
Georgia in recent years, and that crime 
has increased with amazing, yea, sick- 
ening rapidity, is a truth tou obvious 
and almost 
challenges our civilization. 

The right to live is the highest of 
human rights, and the duty of society 
to protect one in that right is the 
highest duty of society. Yet no well 
informed person. will question the 
Statement that in Georgia. this right 
has grown far more insecure than the 
most trivial property rights. 

When we come to analyze this condi- 
tion, and seek to ascertain its cause, 
we find not one, but many—indeed, 
there is lamentable weakness at many 
points along the line that society must 
follow to apprehend, try, convict, and 
finally punish its criminals. But to 
my mind, the chief and primal source 
of the ever-increasing tide of crime 
lies in the people’s lack of realiza- 
tion of the great and vita] importance 
of vigorous and impartial law enforce- 
ment, their lack of moral courage to 
insist upon it, their indisposition to 
perform jury service, and finally the 
maudlin sentimentality and unwar- 
ranted sympathy that moves many to 
obstruct the law and aid the criminal 
in escaping its penalty, rather than 
aid the courts in the enforcement of 
the law, with its resultant benefits of 
restraint upon the criminally disposed, 
and incidental protection to society. 

When first we hear the shot of the 
murderer ring out, sending the unpre- 
pared soul of his victim to_eternity, 


we cry aloud in horror at the crime, 
and demand that punishment: be speed- 
ily meted out to the murderer; but, 
almost ere the echoes of our cry are 
lost upon the air, the pendulum of 
sympathy for the bereaved, seemingly 
begi to swing toward the murderer 
and his family. And from the initial 
efforts of the law, first, to secure a 
verdict by the coroner's jury, then an 
indictment by the grand jury, next a 
conviction by the petit jury, then suc- 
cessfully resist the granting of a new 
trial by the lower court, prevent a 
commutation by the governor, defeat 
a release, by the Board of Pardons, and 
finally a pardon, by the Chief Execu- 
tive himself, the law, upon which the 
whole fabric of our socia] and gov- 
ernmental structure rests, and to which 
every law-adiding citizen must look 
for protection, ts engaged in an un- 
equal, and all too-frequently hopeless 
task of enforcement. 

The task is unequal, because of the 
law’s maze of techicalities, and the 
fact that many of its special provi- 
sions, though framed for the alleged 
protection of the innocent, become in 
effect a cloak and protection for the 
guilty. 

The task is often a hopeless one, be- — 
cause the law is not given the mora! 
suppoft of the masses whom it seeks to 
serve, and the courts are confronted 
with the indifference, the evasion, or 
possibly the hostility of those to whom 
it must look for aid tn the capacity 
of witnesses, jurors, etc. 

Every acquittal of the guilty, every 
unmerited pardon of the convicted—in- 
deed, every miscarriage of the law, 
serves to sow the seeds of lawlessness 
that ylela their harvest of crime in a 
hundred forms, entailing injury direct 
or indirect, immediate or remote, in 
greater or in less degree upon every 
member of society. 

There is no question of today that 
looms larger upon the horizon, or that 
so vitally affects the peace, the pros- 
perity, yea, the very life of the cit!- 
zen, or is more essential to the preser- 
vation and advancement of civiliza- 
tion than that of law enforcement. 
And press and pulpit, lawyers and lay- 
men, leaders and shapers of thought 
in every walk of life, should wage a 
campaign of education that will arouse 
the masses to a recognition of the fact 
that each and every one has an abid- 
ing and vital personal interest in ob- 
serving the law, and contributing his 
full quota to its certain, speedy, vig- 
orous and impartial enforcement.

DALTON MAN RETURNS HOME 


Dalton, Ga., December 20.—(Special) 
Having been mourned as dead for 
more than a decade, Wil) Ellis has re- 
turned to Dalton, Ellis left here 134 
years ago, going west.

BACK TO THE COMMISSION 
GOES STATE ROAD LEASE 


Upon the action taken by the state 
railroad commission will probably de- 
pend the action which will be taken by 
Governor Brown in the effort to com- 
pel the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railroad to comply with the pro- 
visions of its lease of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad in the matter of 
cheaper freight rates to and from 
Chattanooga to points in Georgia. 

The governor Tuesday referred the 
leasa matter to the commission and 
requested consideration of one feature 
of the proposition which was not clear 
to him. He stated he would probably 
be governed in his action by the ac- 
tion of the commission. 

What this point is, neither the gov- 
ernor nor members of the commis- 


sion would state, but Chairman War- 
ner Hill stated Tuesday afternoon that 
it will probably be taken up for cone 
sideration at the meeting Wednesday. 

Governor Brown intended to  an- 
nounce Tuesday what action he would 
take in the matter, but deferred it 
unti] he can hear from the commis- 
Sion on the point in question. 

As previously stated, the agitation 
of the lease proposition is based upon 
“the fact that the lessee is applying a 
higher rate to freight shipments from 
points in Georgia to Chattanooga than 
are called for by the terms of the lease. 

The case was originally carried to 
the commission by the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau, but was passed on to the gov- 
ernor because that body expressed the 
opinion that it does not have jurisdic- 
tion in the case. 


LIVINGSTON WORKS SO HARD 
HE HASN’T TIME FOR READING 


Washington, December 20.—Members 
of the appropriations committee of the 
house don’t have any time.for pro- 
miscuous reading, according to Rep- 
resentative Livingston of Georgia.

“We have one of the finest student 
bodies this year that we have ever 
had.” said Dr. Glenn, “and we think 
that when we come to the bottom of 
the matter that we will find that the 
mischief was done by outside parties, 
The barrel of the cannon was burst, 
but the statement that the barracks 
was demolished is utterly false. The 
present year has been one of the best 
in our history, and it is greatly to Be 
regretted thatthis unfortunate occur- 
rence should happen.” 

The school is under bond to the 
government for the property loaned 
them for military purposes and the 
gun will have to be replaced, the cost 
being $1,500 to $2,500, which the school 
can ill afford to bose.

SALLY'S. SCHEDULE 
CAUSING TROUBLE 


Macon, Ga., December 20.+-(Special.) 
Four men are at present working on 
a schedule for the South Atlantic 
League for 1911, and those four are 
finding their task anything but pleas- 
ant, since it has been decreed that the 
season shall be divided. 

As the proposition now stands, in 
order to divide the season end still 
get in the requisite number of games 
it will be necessary to play series of 
two and three games. The following 
are working independently on a 
schedule: Mike Finn, Little Rock; A. 
B. Schachte, Charleston; Otto Reiman, 
Chicago, and Bill Smith, Chattanooga. 

If it were a question of playing the 
whole season without interruption, the 
problem would be an easy one. The 
number of games has been agreed upon 
as 140. That makes 70 games at home 
for each club, and an equal number 
away from home. Tach club to play 
70 games away from home will have 
to play each of the other 7 clubs 10 
games. The road trips would then be 
arranged so as to play two three- 
game series with each club and one 
four-game series. 

But when the season is divided into 
two parts, thirty-five games must be 
played by each club away from home, 
that is, five games with each club. The 
oon 4 two possible ways of arranging 
such a schedule would be to play one 
series of three games with each club 


‘and one series of two games, or to play 


in each case five games to the series. 

Last season it was considered that 
four-game series were hurting the 
attendance, and that next season three- 
game series would be inaugurated. 
_It is thought here that each of the 
schedule makers will make out two 
schedules for the consideration of the 
directors at the January meeting, one 
with the season divided, and the other 
with a straight schedule. Whether the 
directors will reduce or increase the 
number of games so that the schedule 
will fit, or accept the series of two 
and three games, or play the race 
through to the finish without division 
is another question. 

If series of two and three games 
are inaugurated, it will mean over 
$200 out of the pockets of each club. 
While the division of the season was 
hailed as a good proposition all around 
the circuit, it is hardly possible that 
its benefits will amount to over $1,600 
to the. clubs combined.

That function 
belongs to the head of the league, and 
if he is not able to handle such mat- 
ters it is time for the owners to look 
for somebody else.” 

The abowe was the comment of 
President B. B. Johnson, of the Ameri- 
can League regarding the suggestion 
made by the National League mag- 
nates that a majority of club owners 
could by a vote dismiss any of the in- 
dicator handlers on President Lunch’s 
staff. ‘ 

“The American League owners are 
a unit In Delleving that the selection 
of umpires should be left to the head 
of the league,’ President Johnson con- 
ttmmued, ‘and I would not work under 
any other arrangements. I believe, 
and I think the majority of fans are 
with me when I say that baseball with 
the added authorities of the umpires 
on the field and the fact that they 
were backed up in their decisions at 
all times. 

“If a club owner frelt that he had 
legitimate complaint on the work of 
some umpire he coulg appeal to the 
board of directors, b_t this has never 
been necessary with us. For the sal- 
vation of the game the umpire must 
be backed up. If he is incompetent it 
is up to the league executive to let him 
go, but it would mean chaos in base- 
ball were owners to have the say as 
to what constituted a good umpire. In 
the heat of the battle an owner or 
manager might think he was getting 
the worst of it, when no more mature 
refidctions he might want to change 
hismind.”’

It Caused Some Liquidation and 
Cotton Market Closed 
at Decline. 


lew York, December 20.—The fea- 
ture in the-cotton market today was 
the report of the census bureau show- 
ing 10,698,487 bales to December 13. 
This was slightly above expectations 
based upon private reports previously 
published and caused some scattering 
liquidation, but the leading bulls gave 
no indication of weakening, offerings 
were well absorbed on moderate dips 
and the market closed steady at a net 
loss of 6@11 points. 

The opening was steady at un- 
changed prices to a decline of 6 points, 
in sympathy with easier cables that 
were looked for, and during the early 
trading active months sold off to a net 
loss of about 10@12 points, under 
liquidation by recent buyers who ap- 
peared to have been looking for a 
ginning report showing less than 500,- 
000 ginned for the period while there 
was also some local selling for a turn, 
owing to the absence of aggressive 
bull support. 

Offerings were very wel] taken at 
the decline, and during the middle of 
the day t.e market rallieq on covering 
by early sellers and a little fresh buy- 
ing for long account, promoted by 
claims that the census figures furnish- 
ed an ample confirmation of the gov- 
ernment’s estimate of the. growth. 
After selling up to within a point or 
two of last night’s finals, however, the 
market again turned easier, tor it was 
seen that the bullish interpretation of 
the ginning figures was not stimulat- 
ing any fresh demand of consequence 
and as soon as some of the early buy- 
ers turnc for a few points profit 
there was a renewal of loeal selling 
' -with closing prices only 2 or 3 points 
up from the lowest.

As {t was, bulls called the figures bullish and 
private statisticians, connected with brokerage 
firms said that it did not poMt to a total crop 
of over 11,250,000 bales, or about 200,000 bales 
under the government's estimate of the total 
yield. The heaviest sellers following the report 
were disappointed longs. At the end of the 
firet half hour of trading prices were 10 to 11 
points down. . 

The market was dul] and wore a holiday air 
from the early trading on. In spite of the 
duilness, prices made a slow recovery on a sold- 
out feeling. Shorts trying to buy covers found 
little for sale and longs who were coring into 
the market afresh found no: bargains. The 
movement was smaller, the weather in the west 
was still dry and from all parts of the belt 
came the same story that the ginning of the 
crop was practically finished. At noon prices 
had completely recovered their loss, and the 
trading months stood unchanged to 1 point up 
compared with yesterday's close.

WAS THE STOCK MARKET |~ 


But There Was a More General 
Demand for Bonds---The 
Money Market. 


New York, December 20.—A broader 
and more general demand for bonds 
was the most notable feature of to- 
day’s operations in the securities mar- 
ket. The stock market was only mod- 
erately active and its tone for the most 
part irregular. It seems to be the pre- 
vailing opinion, however, that tne 
financial situation has improved dur- 
ing the past few weeks, the principal 
drawback being the unfavorable con- 
ditions prevailing in the various in- 
dustrial lines. 

Trading was almost wholly profes- 
sional and centered around the more 
active issues, including the Harriman 
stocks and the deakers. Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific made _ farther 
gains. 

The movement in stocks included 
several of the more obscure railway is- 
sues, but the industrial specialties 
were almost entirely neglected. Busi- 
ness fell off during the middle of the 
day, but there was some renewal of 
activity in the afternoon and at the 
late session a drive against Readings 
unsettled the entire list and caused 
a heavy closing. London was again 
a moderate purchaser. 

The west is said to have purchased 
moderately of bonds and other high 
grade securities during the past few 
days. A better feeling prevails in that 
section because of the easier monetary 
conditions. 

There was a further drain on the 
gold holdings of the bank of England, 
which sent $250,000 to the continent 
and $100,000 to South America. A fur- 
ther rise here in foreign exchange 
practically precludes all possibility of 
gold imports for a time. 

Among the railroad reports submit- 
ted, was that of Baltimore and Ohio 
for November, which showed the loss 
in net earnings of $686,000 anq a total 
loss in net for the first five months 
of the fiscal year of $1,400,000. The 
annual neport of the Missouri Pacific 
road was considered favorable, In that 
the capital stock were 
about 31-3 per cent, wtih a large ex- 
pansion of gross and surplus applica- 
ble to dividends, almost $1,700,000 ex- 
cess of the previous year.

Chicago, December 20.—Something 
of a scare about dry weather in the 
southwest was one of the chief causes 
today in advancing the price of wheat, 
The marist closeq firm, with a net 
gain of 8-4@71-8 to 7-8c.

’ Bull leaders kept the wires in all 
directions busy today with advice to 
buy wheat for a rally. How much ef- 
fect this maneuver had, was a quss- 
tion, but the market showed an up- 
ward bent from the start. Southwest- 
ern houses in particular did a great 
deal of purchasing, especially in ths 
July option. The northwest sold the 
May delivery here in considerable 
amounts. Scattered commission houses 
formed another liberal source of sup- 
ply, but the bullish tendency of prices 
did not at any time suffer a materiat 
setback. An early heip in bringing 
about a bulge came from the lowering 
of the world’s stocks. It was prin-
